8. F.9m. AN ACT to Pay Expenses Incurred in Escorting the Remains of the
Late Hon. J. M. Holbreok to Manchester and for the Allowance of
the Full Salary to his Widow.,

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Src. 2. To Mrs. Holbrook, widow of the said J. M. Holbreok, -
$50tor WIdo¥. the sum of five hundred and fifty dollars, being the full salary
to which the late member would have been entitled, had he sur-
vived this session of the Legislature.
Sec. 3. This act being deemed of immediate importance,
Publication.  shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication
in the Iowa State Register and the Iowa State Leader newspa-
pers published in Des Moines, Towa.
